O th­ 
ers who may be especially sus­ 
ceptible 
are 
those 
with high 
blood 
pressure, 
diabetes, d e ­ 
ficient 
thy roid 
secretion and 
poly ry them ia 
or an ex cessive 
num ber 
of red 
cells 
in the 
blood. 
Coronary 
thrombosis practi­ 
cally 
never occurs in undam ­ 
aged 
arteries . Hence, 
those 
patients 
who 
have 
damaged 
coronary 
arteries 
should 
be 
discovered, if possible, and e v­ 
ery 
effort 
made to eliminate 
ex cessive 
strain of any ty pe. 
According 
to 
Doctor 
Milton 
riotz. 
of 
Brookly n, 
patients 
who have 
dam aged 
coronary 
arteries 
m ay have attacks of 
pain over the heart which may 
last 
for 
vary ing 
periods 
of 
time. 
W hat 
steps are necessary to 
protect patients who are espe­ 
cially likely to have 
coronary 
disease? First 
of all, an effort 
m ust be m ade to decrease the 
work of the heart 
by 
rest in 


bed for a period of one to two 
weeks or longer, depending up ­ 
on the response which occurs. 
A drug 
known as papaverine 
may given by m outh or by in­ 
jection, to increase the circu­ 
lation 
of blood 
through 
the 
coronary arteries. Drugs which 
lessen 
the 
blood 
pressure 
should not be used over long 
periods of time. This includes 
such drugs as nitrogly cerin. 
The heart muscle 
may 
die— 
even though 
blocking 
of the 
coronary artery 
does not oc­ 
cur—because 
the blood pres­ 
sure in the 
coronary 
arteries 
m ay be reduced 
to the point 
w here not enough blood flows 
through them to keep the heart 
muscle alive. 
It is for 
this 
reason 
that 
these 
patients 
should be protected against any 
severe operation. 
The use of 
anesthetics 
should be avoided, 
and 
any 
severe 
hem orrhage 
should be 
carefully guarded 
against. 
All 
of 
these things 
will 
cause a drop in the blood 
pressure and thus may be d an­ 
gerous. 
Disease of 
the coronary a r­ 
teries usually can be diagnosed 
w ithout 
much 
difficulty . The 
electrocardiogram is helpful in 
m aking a diagnosis, 
but does 
not alway s show the ex tent to 
which the heart has been d a m ­ 
aged. 
In fact, there are occa­ 
sional 
instances 
reported 
in 
which 
patients 
have 
died of 
coronary 
thrombosis w ithin a 
day 
or two after the electro­ 
cardiogram has been perfectly 
normal, 
but 
this seldom oc­ 
curs. 
When 
coronary 
artery 
disease 
is 
suspected, the p a ­ 
tient m ust 
remain under the 
care 
of his phy sician 
so that
